31, 1971 to meet the demands upon the County Treasury 
which there is insufficient money to meet, the Treasurer 
is hereby authorized to borrow not exceeding Nine Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars ($900,000.00) in anticipation of 
taxes as such funds are needed during said year upon 
order of the county commissioners pursuant to R.S. A. 
29.8. 

Rep. Hanson explained to new members that work on 
the budget with the county commissioners would start 
soon. 

Rep. Bigelow made a motion that chairman Cheney also 
be made chairman of the Executive Committee. This 
motion was seconded by Rep. York. 

Rep. Hanson stated the members of space committee 
should be re-appointed so that they could hold a meeting 
before work on the budget starts. 

Rep. Bigelow moved adjournment at 12:05. Motion 
seconded by Rep.

This year the Commissioners requested $30,000 from 
the county budget for support of the Concord Mental 
Health Center which was favorably voted upon by the 
county delegation. 

Merrimack County in conjunction with Belknap County 
initiated a comprehensive diagnostic and treatment ser- 
vices for the houses of correction whereby rehabilita- 
tion programs were initiated to enable inmates to adjust 
to constructive community living. 

To facilitate the distribution of donated foods several 
towns have centers namely Penacook, Andover, Sun- 
cook, Northfield, Franklin, Pittsfield, and Concord. 

The Commissioners wish to thank the Space Commit- 
tee for their time spent in studying the space needs of 
the Court House as well as the space needs at the 
County Home. 

To all the loyal county employees we express our 
appreciation for their efforts and to the Merrimack 
County Delegation for their continual confidence and 
to the many volunteer people and organizations their 
many hours of cheer to the residents of the County 
Home. Any suggestions from interested citizens in 
Merrimack County which can improve the services 
rendered will be greatly appreciated.

On Exhibits B and C are shown summary statements 
of Revenue and Expenses. 

Exhibit B shows that the total revenue received by the 
Commissioners’ Office was $1,269,901.95 of which 
$452,083.34 was transferred to the County Farm in 
order to meet County Farm expenses. The remaining 
revenue of $817,818.61 was used for the expenses of 
the Commissioners’ Office. 

Exhibit C shows that the total expenses of the Com- 
missioners’ Office amounted to $767,045.81 as compared 
with an estimated budget of $779,036.16. 

The excess of revenue over expenses amounted to a 
surplus of $50,772.80 for the Commissioners’ Office. 


COUNTY FARM 


On Exhibits D and E are shown summary statements 
of revenue and expenses. 


Exhibit D shows that total revenue received was 
$1,243,186.58. This figure includes transfers from the 
Commissioners’ Office in the amount of $452,083.34. 


Exhibit E shows that the total expenses of the County 
Farm amounted to $1,213,530.77 as compared with an 
estimated budget of $1,213,364.98. 


Revenue exceeded expense at the County Farm by 
$29,655.81. As a result, the total surplus for Merrimack 
County for the year 1971 amounted to $80,428.61.

The past year has been a very active one for this De- 
partment, with a continued rise in crime rate, our 
department has had approximately 300% increase in 
requests for assistance resulting in many hours of in- 
vestigation increasing the work load. 

We have had increased problems in dealing with to- 
days young people and hopefully in the coming year of 
1972, we will be able to have a full time Juvenile Officer 
who will be capable, and can, communicate with these 
young people and lead them on to the correct way of 
life before their problem today, becomes tomorrow’s 
tragedy. We have had a 200% increase in this particular 
Juvenile area. 


We have actively participated in 2 Female Homicides 
in the past year and are still diligently working on these 
cases. This Department has been involved in 187 assists 
to other departments over the year. 


The Department has an equipped Auxiliary of 10 Men 
who are schooled in the Law Enforcement Field and are 
called upon, on numerous occasions to help carry out 
duties in assisting the department. 


We have tried to maintain the policy that the county 
should be an Assisting Agency with qualified personnel 
to assist with local problems in our twenty-five towns 
and two cities. 


The Department has this year gone out into the 
public’s eye and through requests given talks on todays 
problems facing all of us, and have had informative 
exhibits to interest all at fairs, and have distributed 
material throughout the schools at their requests. 

My sincere appreciation goes to County Attorney, 
Richard W. Mahan, and to all the Commissioners and 
Law Enforcement Officers for their continued coopera- 
tion and assistance in helping us seek the goals we strive 
to meet.

The Jail, under the direction of Mr. Edmund Cox, had 
an excellent year. During the last quarter of 1971 the 
program from the Concord Mental Health Clinic began. 
We are looking forward to our first full year with this 
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project, especially the training of the guards through 
the Bureau of Prisons Jail Operations and Administra- 
tion course. 


The inspections held by the Licensing Bureau and 
Fire Marshal’s Office and insurance companies give 
evidence to the excellent work of our Maintenance De- 
partment. All reports were returned with only minor 
defects found. Three inspection reports have no recom- 
mendations at all, only comments on the excellent con- 
dition of the building. 

Thanks should be expressed to all who have worked 
hard in our volunteer program. Many fine projects have 
been started under the guidance of Mrs. Virginia 
Hutchinson, our COTA. Perhaps the most notable occur- 
rence in this department was the annual Christmas Party 
presented by the Concord Business and Professional 
Women’s Club with Miss Bessie Gray as chairman. Com- 
ments ranged from “superb” to “the best I have ever 
seen and I have been to thirty of them.” Sincere thanks 
to Miss Gray and her committee, the Concord Kiwanis 
Club and all who contributed to make this Christmas 
season such a happy one.
